REPORT. 


In  making  their  annual  report  the  Managers  of 
this  Institution  feel  that  they  may  safely  congrat¬ 
ulate  the  subscribers  on  the  amount  of  good  done 
during  the  past  year,  to  a  needy  and  deserving 
class  of  poor. 

Fully  alive  to  the  duty  of  giving,  and  the  im¬ 
portance  of  doing  so,  not  only  liberally  but  pru¬ 
dently,  it  has  been  the  especial  care  of  those 
intrusted  with  the  distribution  of  the  funds  so 
munificiently  bestowed,  to  see  that  the  recipients 
were  worthy  of  the  relief  applied  for ;  and  with 
this  view  the  Ward  visitors,  referred  to  in  the 
last  annual  report,  have  continued  their  valuable 
labours,  and  visited  personally  every  case  seek- 
,  ing  aid  from  the  charity.  In  this  way  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  they  have  checked  impositions,  and  con¬ 
fined  the  relief  to  such  as  might  properly  claim 
it ;  namely,  those  who  from  age  or  sickness  are’ 
incapacitated  from  earning  a  living,  or  unable 
from  want  of  employment  (particularly  during 
the  wdnter  months)  of  procuring  the  necessaries 
of  life. 

The  Trustees  and  Managers  would  earnestly 
request  that  all  those  who  take  an  interest  in  the 
Institution  would  inform  themselves  of  its  motives, 
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and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  conducted.  This 
could  effectually  be  done  by  visiting  the  House 
at  any  time,  when  every  information  will  be  given 
them,  by  the  Superintendent  and  Matron  ;  or  by 
attending  on  the  stated  days  (Tuesdays  and  Fri¬ 
days  (when  relief  is  afforded  to  applicants  by  the 
Weekly  Committees.  The  Board  refers  with 
much  pleasure  to  the  very  liberal  grant  made  to 
this  Institution  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City, 
but  for  which  the  extent  of  relief  afforded  would 
necessarily  have  been  very  materially  lessened. 
The  Municipal  body  is,  no  doubt,  fully  alive  to 
the  importance  of  an  organized  system  of  relief 
which,  while  it  refuses  aid  to  none  who  need  and 
deserve  it,  requires  that  means  be  taken  to  pre¬ 
vent  that  abuse  to  which  every  charitable  insti¬ 
tution  may  be  liable. 

The  Board  think  it  but  right  that  honourable 
mention  be  also  made  of  the  numbers  of  our  citi¬ 
zens,  whose  handsome  donations  year  by  year 
enable  the  Managers  of  the  House  of  Industry 
to  carry  out  the  intentions  and  desires  of  the 
charitable. 

It  is  but  to5  true  that  many  needing  and  deser¬ 
ving  relief  are  to  be  found,  apart  from  the  impor¬ 
tunate  and  ready  applicants,  and  there  is  reason 
to  fear  that  many  suffer  in  silence,  whose  claims 
for  relief  cannot  be  gainsayed.  As  this  is  a  class 
not  likely  to  fall  under  the  notice  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee,  the  Board  would  feel  obliged  by  subscribers 
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informing  them  of  any  such  cases,  when  means 
will  at  once  be  taken  to  afford  relief  if  possible 
in  a  manner  commensurate  with  the  nature  of  the 
demand. 

The  Trustees  and  Managers  desire  especially 
to  refer  in  this  report  to  one  of  the  benefits  of  the 
institution  arising  from  the  power  given  them  to 
apprentice  destitute  and  orphan  children,  as  they 
have  had  frequent  proofs  of  the  excellence  of  the 
plan,  which  not  only  provides  for  the  present 
wants,  but  cares  for  the  future  welfare  of  the 
friendless. 

A  soup  kitchen  has  been  again  opened  this 
winter  as  in  preceding  years,  in  connection  with 
the  House,  and  a  large  amount  of  additional  relief 
extended  by  this  means. 

The  Board  desire  to  express  their  entire  satis¬ 
faction  with  the  manner  in  which  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  and  Matron  of  the  institution  have  dis¬ 
charged  their  duties  during  the  past  year. 

Annexed  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  Treasurer’s  accounts  for  the  year,  duly  audit¬ 
ed,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  funds  of 
the  charity  are  in  a  satisfactory  state.  Also  the 
Superintendent’s  report  of  the  amount  and  nature 
of  relief  afforded  through  the  institution  during 
the  past  year.
